Improved Any 


MAY FIGHT TO 
A STANDSTILL 


Invaders Apparently Change Their 
■ B N N 0C2SR*.___ 
Campaign. Attacking France's 


Badly Protected 


New York, Aug. 27 .— The position 


of the German forces, after 
their 


success in stemming the French of­ 


fensive, does not seem to have im- 


proved. 
The official reports make it 


seem probable that the allies are now 


holding the German advance in cheek, 


just as their offense was broken up. 


The possibility that the belliger­ 


ents may fight each other to a mut­ 
ually exhausting stanstill, is evident. 


The narrow slip of frontier between 


the German fortresses to the 
east 


and the French fortresses to the west 


may comprise the essential theatre 


of the war. 


It is certain that the give-and-take 


on both sides, has not been beyond 


the fortress boundaries to the pre­ 


sent, and there is a fa ir chance that 


the width of the area of hostilities 


will be in inverse proportion to its 


length. 


A new condition confronting the 
commanders of the forces engaged in 


the momentous struggle, is the nec­ 


essity for complete and rapid change 


of strategy. 
Never before has the 


ability to alter plans quickly, been so 


vital a force in warfare. 
The quickness with this may be 


done by one side or the other may 


be the deciding influence, in this great 


battle. 
The fighting front of 200 miles, on 


which probably a million men are en­ 


gaged, must 
constitute 
unexpected 


strength or weakness. 
Their quick 


discovery by 
the 
commanders-in- 


chief, is a matter of great difficulty, 


but the reward is enormous. 


An important strategic 
change 
seems to have been made by the Ger­ 


mans. 
The orginal plan for a march 


through Belgium toward Lille, ap­ 


parently has been changed, and the 


main assault probably now is de­ 


veloping along France’s hadlv de­ 


fended frontier of 100 miles between 


Mauheuge and Verdun. 
This has a l­ 


ways been the weak spot in 
French 


defense. 
It is protested only by iso­ 


lated fortresses at 
Hirson, 
Given, 


Nezieres, Montmedy and oLngwv. 


The French have been told their 


forces would be able to operate suc­ 


c e s s f u l l y against a German advance 


in this quarter, but the general staff 


shown its own uneasiness last year 


by basing an additional frontier army 


corps on Mozieres. 


F ifty miles hack, toward Paris, is 


the great modern defensive line La 
Fere-Laoii-Rlieims-Uhalons, 
but

the French are compelled to fall back 


there the backbone of the field army 


probably will have been broken.

the greatest good is received when 
every man who wishes to try out for 
the team is permitted to have a whole 
season to show what is in him. 
Al­ 
so I believe that those who sta y out 
fa ithfully throughout the sea so n and 
do not make the Varsity should re­ 
ceive some recognition ami I pro­ 
pose to recommend the awarding o f 
“ second” sweaters to such men. 
“ As to the sea so n’s prospects 1 am 
not prepared to say fo r I have met 
but very few o f the men.

geese since the 
federal 
migratory 
bird law went into effect, and as this 
law spoiled 
their 
spring 
shooting, 
they probably will be 
keener 
than 
ever for the sport. 
The sea so n for 
ducks and geese will he open from 
September 1 to December 
15, 
and 
then the firm o f the federal govern­ 
ment will again protect these birds. 
Snipe and poler are also 
legitimate 
game during this period. 
A warning is issued through the 
office o f tin* sta te fish and game 
commissioner not 
to 
shoot 
prairie 
chickens during 
this 
period. 
The 
various birds have different sea so ns 
in which they art* protected. Prairie 
chickens may not be killed in Indiana 
for about three yea rs—until the iive- 
year period prescribed bv 
law 
has 
elapsed. 
Quail and grouse may not 
he shot until November 19 to Decem­ 
ber 20 inclusive. 
Quail shooting is 
the principal sport o f 
the 
Indiana 
huntsmen. 
The xjuirrel season is now 
open 
and will remain thus until October 1. 
Hunting is a more popular sport 
thi-- yea r than ever. 
At the otiice 
o f the game commissioner it 
was 
stated that more licenses than usual 
have been issued this year. 
Some 
precautionary “ don’t s” for the bene­ 
fit o f hunters are the following: 
Don’t hunt 
game 
birds 
between 
sunset and sunrise. 
Don’t kill song birds. 
Don’t destroy bird nests, unless 
those o f sparrows and birds o f prey. 
Don’t us hunting license not issued 
in your name. 
They are not tra ns­ 
ferable.
